The claim recites the limitation "^a/^/ effective spring constant ..." There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this recitation. It is suggested that this be changed to ''the effective spring 
constant of ..." in order to render the claim clearer. See claim 18 for example. 

Appropriate correction is required.
